decide for or against free coinage. Should 
the amendment be ruled out of order, 
which it is almost certain to be, then 
there will be an appeal from the decision 
of the chair.

The Failure to Lock Up. 


The jail is a new one just finished last 
year and was considered secure in every 
particular. The prisoners are placed in 
patent iron and stone cells and the ponder- 
-_ iron doors are the means of ingress and 
gress. 

When the jailer locked up yesterday 
evening, he failed to fasten but one lock 
on the door that leads to the cells, leaving 
the bottom part of the door loose, though 
seemingly impossible for any one to get 
out, but with the aid of ropes and broken 
pieces of two wooden chairs the door was 
sprung back far enough to admit the pas- 
sage of a man’s . After getting in the 
corridor that encircles the cells, forcing the 
window with the assistance rendered from 
outside, was easy, and when the jailer who 
lives in another part of the town arrived 
this morning, he found the jail empty. 
The cell door was sprung and the window 
fastenings forced from their places. 


The Fugitives Described. 


The prisoners who escaped are: Bill Cal- 
laway, a notorious mulatto incendiary, 
age thirty-five, weight 180, height five feet 
ten inches, upper front teeth missing, un- 
der sentence of eleven years for barn burn- 


ing. 

Buck Ellis, a bright mulatto, weight one 
hundred and -five, slender build, clean 
face, print like the print of a collar but- 
ton on his throat, staring eyes, about twen- 
ty-three years old, sentenced for burglary 
for two and a half years. 

Welborn Ramsey, a slender, ginger cake 
negro with heavy eyebrows and light mus- 
tache, about five feet ten inches high, not 
over twenty years old, also convicted for 
burglary and sentenced to serve two and 


a half years. 
George Jones, a black, chunky, whis- 
kered negro, weight one hundred and for- 
-five, height five feet seven inches, age 
thirty, under sentence of eight years for 
assault with intent to murder. This is 
his second escape from the same jail. 
John Holliman, a black, h set negro, 
weight about one hundred fifty, five 
feet six inches in height, under sentence 
of two and a half years for burglary. 
George Wylie, a black negro, five feet 
eight inches in height, forty years old, has 
chin whiskers, held for cotton stealing. 
Henry Jordon, a dark ginger cake negro, 
about thirty years old, five feet ten inches 
high, weight 160, awaiting trial for assault 
and battery. 


The Telephone Wires Cut. 


Up to 6 o’clock this evening no trace had 
been discovered of the fugitives or the per- 
son or persons who assisted them in mak- 
ing their escape. It is thought some if not 
all wert toward the South Carolina line, 


‘as the telephone wires between this point 


and Lincolnton were cut early this morn- 
ing. A suitable reward for their capture 
will be offered for the arrest of any 
them as soon as the authorities can act in 
the matter, 


Three Struck Out. 


Augusta, Ga. May 11.—(Special.)—A 
small strike is on tonight in The Chronicle 
office. It was all occasioned by Messrs. 
Lanter, Allen and McDonald, union print- 
ers in the office, refusing to pay weekly as- 
sessments of 10 cents for the support of 
the striking printers of Pittsburg. Augusta 
al. gr ee ager Union issued orders that un- 
less these three men did not pay the assess- 
ments by 7 o’clock tonight and were not dis- 
charged from the office for the failure to do 
so, all union men should decline to work in 
the office with them. The men would not 
pay the assessment and Editor Walsh re- 
fused to Cooaees them. Only three print- 
ers in the office obeyed the union's order and 
quit work. The other ten men in the office 
refuse to ovey the crders and remained at 
the cases. It is expected all who disobeyed 
the orders will be expelled from the union. 
The strikers’ p!rees have been filled and die 
paper will ajyecar tomorrow.

lowa Democrats Present the Name of 
Their Favorite 


AS A CANDIDATE FOR PRESIDENT, 


To the National Democratic Con- 
vention at Chicago. 


THE PROCEEDINGS AT COUNCIL BLUFFS 


Delegates Decorated with Boies Badges. 
The Governor’s Name Cheered 
Whenever Mentioned. 


Council Bluffs, Ia., May 11.—The 
largest democratic convention ~ in 
the history of the state of Iowa assembled 
in this city today. Every county in the 
state was represented and over eight 
hundred delegates crowded in a little 
hall which afforded but inadequate ac- 
commodation for the regular party repre- 
sentatives and left no room at all for a 
thousand or more enthusiastic laymen 
who had assembled to add vigor to the 
presidential boom of Iowa’s favorite son. 
The convention was distinctly a Boies 
assemblage. Every delegate. seemed 
thoroughly imbued with the t of the 
occasion and to realize that wnited and 
vigorous action was necessary in order to 
convince the nation that Iowa is in earn- 
est in her presentation of Horace Boies 
as a presidential candidate. Badges bear- 
ing the inscription, “For President of the 
United States, Horace Boies,” adorned 
the breasts of hundreds of delegates and 
every mention of the name of the popu- 
lar governor was the signal for tumultu- 
ous cheers. 

In decorations throughout the city, por- 
traits of Iowa’s candidates were met 
at every corner, and from a conspicuous 
place among the adornments of the con- 
vention hall the familiar features of the 
Hawkeye governor beamed Dbenignly 
down upon the delegates. | 

Promptly at 10:30 o’clock Chairman 
Charles T. Fulton, of the state ceneral 
committee, called the convention to order 
and prayer was offered by Rev. E. J. 
Babcock. There was a good deal of 
speech making to which little attention 
was paid until speakers reached the point 
of eulogizing Cleveland and Governor 
Boies. Then enthusiasm broke loose. 

Temporary Chairman Hills has been 
a familiar figure in the political battles 
of Iowa for many years and until a few 
years ago was a republican, being con- 
verted in the battle for tariff reform and 
the fight against a prohibitory law. Mr. 
Hills’s speech was received with great 
applause, espécially his references to ex- 
Presidént Cleveland and Governor Boies. 
The speaker in conclusion saidhe believed 
ed Governor Boies would be the next 
president of the United States; that the 
national convention would not be justified 
in projecting into the presidential cam- 
paign factional quarrels of the party in 
the state of New York. The nomination 
of Boies would insure the electoral vote 
of lowa in his favor.

On reassembling, J. E. Markley, of 
Mason City, was made permanent chair- 


nan. 

Immediately after the speech of Chair- 
man Markley the convention proceeded to 
the selection of four delegates at large to 
the national convention, as follows: J. 
H. Shields, Dubuque; L. M. Martin, Polk; 
Edward Campbell, Jr., Jefferson, and J. 
F. Duncombe, Fort Dodge. One of_the 
alternates at large is 8S. L. Marsh, of Polk 
county, a colored man. Pending ballots 
for delegates and alternates, the commit- 
tee on resolutions made a report. 

The platform is as follows: 

We reiterate our devotion to the principle 
that all men ure vorn free and equal. We as- 
sert that this does not mean necessarily. the 
physical, social or moral equality of men, but 
it does mean equal rights for all men before 
the law and special privileges for none. It 
means the right of every man to put into his 
mouth the bread that he earns witb his own 
hands and all of it without having it tolled or 
taxed for the private benetit of any of his fel- 
low men. And we denounce all such tolling 
and taxation as it exists today under the so- 
called protective tariff system. We declare 
that a citizen is the best protected when in- 
sured in absolute control and the ge gp 
of his own wages and substance, that he 
is most certainly robbed when deprived of 
this disposition and control, and when others 
exercise it for him, not for his benefit, but 
for their own selfish objects and ends. All 
limitations upon the liberties of the citizen, 
not required in the interests of good morals 
and good government, are odious and tyran- 


al. 

nie hold to be self-evident that the limits 
imposed by. a law which compels one citizen, 
to his own certain loss, to trade with desig- 
nated classes of citizens; for certain of suc 

classes are of this odious and tyrannical char- 
acter, and we assert our confidence that a 
free people cannot be permanently deluded 
into supporting such legislation upon the pre- 
tense that they are thus being protected while 
having their rights invaded and denied for the 
benefit of monopolies, trusts and combina- 
tions. The conditions which have brought 
about this falsely called protection must be 
remedied or we must have instead of a pure 
democracy, where the voice and interests of 
the people are supreme, a government of 
classes by classes, and for classes, in which 
the masses will be servitors and subordinates 
equally trampled upon and despised. 

We declare that this is a paramount issue 
in the presidential campaign with the repub- 
lican policy of spoilation of the treasury to 
pay bounties to a favored few; was repudi- 
ated by the people at the polls in 1890 and 
will be rejected in 1892.

Railways und Progress. 


The Brotherhood of Locomotive neers is 
deeply interested in the opening up of any new 
territory or in the development and advance- 
ment of the old. Without raflroads nothing 
can be done. We are all familiar with the 
condition of a town so unfortunate as not to 
be on a railroad. There it stands, just as it 
has done for fifty years back, a b without 
a soul, no life, no enterprise, and in time it 
dies, too ‘weary, too worn and disappointed 
to live. Not so with a railroad town; in di- 
rect connection with the great centers of the 
world, its very air is pregnant with life and 
its prosperity is inevitable. How necessary, 
then, that these great highways of civilization 
be controlled by men of brains and of justice;

Our standard has been 
very high, otc, 4 and intellectually, and 
while we never wholly attain all we would 
wish, no matter what the object striven for, 
every effort brings us one step nearer and 
bears in time a full fruition. Intemperance

@ 80. A cool, clear head, a quick eye, a 
steady nerve and a firm hand, coupled with a 
willingness to die as heroes to save their 

recious charge, are all characteristics of 

rotherhood men. A feeling of safety may 
well possess the traveler who knows the engine 
is guided by a brotherhood man. Of course, 
mistakes are made and terrible accidents do 
occur sometimes through carelessness. S&ome- 
times they are inevitable, but seldom through 
any fault of the engineer. Railroad corpora- 
tions appreciate this. It means thousands of 
dollars to an besides establishing confi- 
dence in thefjr particular road. How illy, wen, 
can we as employes and they as employers 
afford to let dissatisfaction creep in. The 
spirit of fairness should prevail and harmony 
exist. Our interests are identical: there is 
nothing antagonistic between capital and 1a- 
bor, wherever found or in whatever channel 
en one being wholly dependent upon the 
r. 
Arbitrate Grievances. 


Feeling all this to be true, and just, and 
right, we have endeavored al- 
ways to settle all difficulties that 
have arisen, by arbitration and have sanction- 
ed strikes only as a last resort. His eminence, 
Cardinal Gibbons, speaking of strikes, says: 
“Experience has shown that they are a drastic 
and at best a very questionable remedy for the 
redress of the laborer’s grievances. They 
paralyze industry, they often foment fierce 
passions and lead to the destruction of prop- 
erty, and above all they result in inflicting griev 
ous injury on the laborer himself by keeping 
him in enforced idleness, ae which his 
mind is clouded by discontent while brooding 
over his situation, and his family not infre- 
quently suffers from the want of even the 
necessaries of life. The loss inflicted by the 
strikes on the employers is but little over half 
the amount sustained by the employed, who 
could much less afford'to lose it. It would be 
a vast stride in the interests of peace and of 
the iaboring classes if the policy of arbitration, 
which is now gaining favor for the settlement 
of international quarrels, were also availed 
of for the adjustment of disputes between capi- 
tal and labor. Many blessings would result 
from the adoption of this method; for while 
strikes,-as the name implies, are aggressive 
and destructive, arbitration is conciliatory and 
constructive. The result in the former case 
is determined by the weight of the purse, in the 
latter by the weight of argument.’’ The time 
for oppressing, grinding down the laboring 
man is past. A wide distinction is now made 
between labor and skilled labor, between the 
mere mechanic and master at any trade or 
profession. A man’s personal ability and in- 
dustry place him either in one class or the 
other. e must himself decide how he shall 
rank and where be found. 

Long since the brotherhood member emerged 
from the great and c rehensive class 
termed laborers and became ster of his pro- 
fession. His aids were moral, mental and 
pif¥sical education; the arena in which he was 
trained, the ‘‘Brotherhood of Locomotive En- 
gineers.”’ Every incentive has been offered 
that brain could suggest to draw within our 
ranks all desirable men following the occupa- 
tion of locomotive engineer. We hold that 
he alone is eligible whose interests are identi- 
c th our.own. The very term identical, 
its definition being ‘‘the same,’’ not ‘‘differ- 
ent,’’ points clearly to the fact that only lo- 
comotive engineers can combine interests 
with profit to themselves and justice to all. 
By careful, conservative methods we have 


gained public sympathy and the confidence of. 


railroad managers. It behooves us now, as 
a typical organization, to be exceedingly wary 
of the many schemes presented for combining 
our interests with those of the other railroad 
employes. I can see no. beneficial results in 
store for the brotherhood from such a combin- 
ation. We as an organization have grown 
from infancy to man’s estate, dependent only 
upon our own efforts, and have been rewarded 
with a large measure of success. 


Growth of the Order. 


Since our last convention we have establish- 
ed thirty-five new divisions, making a total of 
four hundred and eighty-seven (487) subdivis- 
fons, representing a membership of thirty- 
three thousand (33,000). Why, then, should 
we now take upon ourselves new and uncer- 
tain responsibilities? The brotherhood of- 
fers to its members the benefits of an insur- 
ance equal to that offered by any insurance 
company in the land, and we have repeated- 
ly set before the members the solemn obliga- 
tion of accepting this benefit for the family 
before it is too late. Life is short at best, and 
very uncertain, but the hazardous occupation 
of the locomotive engineer is such that at a 
moment, when ye wist not, the end may come 
and not only deprive the home of father and 
husband, but of the only means of support. 

During the past nineteen months we have 
paid to the widows and orphans and disabled 

the insurance association 
$655,500, which makes 
$3,778,169.61 that we 
aid since the inception of the 
asscciation, in December, 1867—a record that 
every member may well feel proud of. Who 
ean estimate the vast amount of good accom- 
plished by this vast sum? It brought peace, 
joy and comfort to many homes that other- 
wise would have been desolate and cheer- 
less. Notwithstanding the rate of mortality 
has been greater the past year than any pre- 
vious one, there has n a. steady increase 
in the membership. On March Sist, we had 
12.733 assessable members, which makes a 
net increase of 4,614. The membership of 
the insurance association is most gratifying, 
but we cannot afford to fold our hands and 
rest content until all brotherhood men are 
enrolled as members of the insurance. 

We are not only a mutual benefit associa- 
tion but we. are as well publishers of a month- 
ly journal, which is of much interest to all 
railroad men and to the brotherhood men in 
particular. It has grown from a small pam- 
phiet to a magazine of double its former size, 
and interest, too, we might add, for it now not 
only contains all railroad and brotherhood 
news, but has its “Iadies’’’ and “home”’ de- 
partments, thus becoming a t-class mag-

the teeth. Where there is employment there 
will be bread, and in a country like our 
own above all thiags wiil this 
trvih hold good, a countr like ours 
where a great deal of spirit and activity per- 
vade the masses, if they can find employment 
there is always a great willingness for labor; 
if they can obtain fair compensation for their 
labor they have good houses, good clothing, 
ood food, the means of educating their chil- 
dren, and if they have these things for their 
labor that labor will be cheerful and they 
will be a happy and contented family. 

Society is waking up to a better apprecia- 
tion of the rights and claims of labor. Great 
and authoritative truths on that subject are 
energing into light. We are beginning to 
understand that work is the natural function 
and pleasure of mankind; that it is to be hon- 
ored not only for the wealth, comforts and 
sense of independence which it creates but for 
the development of human thought and the 
display of human energy; that-it is not only 
the right but the duty of all men; that it bas 
in it, when pursued under ratural conditions, 
something attractive, something social, some- 
thing poetical, something religious; that it 
is the instrument of all wisdom and the nat- 
ural stimulant of true religious worship. 
There is no excess of wealth which renders 
labor unnecersary or degrading; there is no 
pinch of poverty which renders the task re- 

ugnant and distasteful; no one seeks success- 
ully to defraud the laborer of his hire by 
open frauds or any of the arts of trade. No 
one hopes to receive aught save what he him- 
self has earned. Every man reaps according 
to what he himself has sown, and is recoi- 
pensed according to his zeal, industry and 
skill. Labor is elevated, dignified and hon- 
ored. 

Our relations with railway companies are of 
the most friendly. All differences that have 
arisen between them and their engineers have 
been amicably adjusted. Let it be our con- 
stant aim to so conduct ourselves as to merit 
the esteem and respect not only of our _ em- 
ployers but of the general public also. Have 
self-respect. It is the nokJest garment with 
which a man may clothe himself, the most 
elevating motive with which the mind can be 
inspired. We find that morals in a man are 
the counterpart of the intellect that is in him. 
In fact, morality is the noblest force of his 
mind, the soul of his soul, and it must be at 
the root of all that is great and noble in him. 
One of Pythagoras’s wisest maxims, in his 
“Golden Verses,” is that with which he en- 
jions the pupil to “reverence himself.’’ Borne 
up by this high idea, he will not defile his body 
by sensuality nor his mind by servile thoughts. 
This sentiment carried into daily life will be 
found at the root of all virtues, cleanliness, 
sobriety, chastity, morality and religion. The 
jous and just, knowing of ourselves, said 
Milton, may be through the radical moisture 
and fountainhead from whence every laud- 
able and worthy enterprise issues forth. 
To think meanly of one’s self 
is to sink in one’s own estimation as weil 
as in the estimation of others. And as the 
thoughts are so will the acts be.

Tents, with flooring of dressed lumber and 
ledticks, filled with either clean, bright, dry 
graw, or excelsior, will be in readiness. 

Close cookhouses, mess. halls, shower 
tathhbouses, bathing pool, sinks, etc., have 
ben constructed, affording protection in case 
o bad weather. 

Each company will be provided with a cook 
swve of sufficinet size and the usual accom- 
pinying uteusils. 

Spades, shovels, wheelbarrows and brooms 
wil also be supplied by this department. An 
anount deemed sufficient by the advisory 
boird has been set apart for the purchase of 
medical supplies for each week—the same to 
be ped charge of the surgeon of each regi- 
ment.

Dad 


Why the War Was Fought. 

The younger generation, north and 
South, should look into the facts of the 
case before accepting the superficial con- 
clusion that the war was fought for and 
against slavery. 

The fact is, slavery played a very small 
part in bringing on the war. From first 
to last the sections were arrayed against 
each other on account of commercial dif- 
ferences, and secession was threatened 
by the north before the south rushed out 
of the union. The embargo, the war of 
1812 and the tariff inflamed the people. 
When New England suffered in pocket 
during the second war with England, 
and when she opposed the Louisiana pur- 
chase and the annexation of Texas she 
was rampant for secession. On the other 
hand, the south saw her rights of prop- 
erty menaced, and was forced to defend 
her possessions. Then, the north was 
eager defend the government which 
during the first half century of its exist- 
ence she had tried to break up. But was 
not the south defending slavery? To some 
extent, but it was only a part of the com- 
mercial or property issue which the sec- 
tions had been quarreling over since the 
foundation of the republic. 

The abolition of slavery did not remove 
the cause of the differences between the 
north and the south. The old discontent 
over unequal and unjust financial condi- 
tions remained, and the great west came 
in as a new party to the wrangle. 

Just now there is a good deal of talk 
about the antagonism between the classes 
and the masses, but in the end the sec- 
tional lines will be drawn because the 
privileged classes are in the main concen- 
trated in the northeast while the finan- 
clally oppressed masses dominate the 
south and nearly all of the west. 

In the past these angry struggles over 
commercial and financial differences re- 
sulted in threats of secession on the one 
side and actual secession on the other. 
What will be the outcome in the future? 
Will the great west and the great south 
yield to the domination of a plutocracy 
concentrated in a narrow strip of terri- 
tory in the east, or will they utilize the 
power of their numerical majority at the 
polls, and after securing control of the 
government proceed with the experimen- 
tal legislation which they believe will 
correct the economic evils of the time? 

These questions will be answered before 
long. The history of the past makes it 
plain that no great body of the American 
people will patiently endure oppression 
and injustice, whether real or imaginary. 
In some way, either peaceably or forci- 
bly, the protest of the masses is bound 
to make itself heard ang felt. 


An Evil and the Remedy. 

Speaking of the arrest for embezzle- 
ment of ex-President Hunter, of the Phoe- 
nixville National bank, and Railroad 
Agent Barr, of the Reading company, 
The Philadelphia Times says: 

‘The crop of embezzlers see'as to be steadily 
grcwing in this country, and the startling 
feature of its growth is in the fact that it 
makes such ghastly gaps in the circles of nen 
most trusted in business, in church and in 
state. One of the obviovs causes of this ap- 
palling growth of embezé>yweat is the failure 
to punish such offenses us the law and as 
justice and sound public policy demand. The 
poor starveling or hopeless tramp who steals 
bread or meat to appease hunger or clothing 
to cover nakedness, is unpitied and defense- 
less when caught in the meshes of the law; 
but the thief of social position who robs wid- 
ows and orphans of scores of thousands, is 
sympathized with by maudlin sentimentalists, 
is defended by the ablest counsel whose ser- 
vices are paid for out of stolen money, and 
justice often follows such crimes with leaden 
heels. 


Our contemporary laments the failure 
of justice in many such cases, and re- 
marks that only three have been impri- 
soned with Bardsley for the, colossal 
thefts perpetrated in the Keystone and 
Spring Garden banks, while the political 
officials who bargained with Bardsley 
have been re-elected. It is suggested that 
this public tolerance of crime multiplies 
embezzlers on every side. 

All this is true, but we must go deeper 
into the subject. This epidemic of em- 
bezzlement is spreading in communities 
where the law is enforced, as well as in 
localities where justice is loosely admin- 
istered. Men risk punishment and risk 
death in helping themselves to the funds 
of others. Clearly, something stronger 
than the law is needed to change this 
state of affairs. What, then, is the rem- 
edy? It is to encourage through the press, 
the pulpit and the schoolroom, and at the 
family fireside the restoration of the sim- 
pler modes of living which characterized 
our ancestors. The fashions of the age 
lead men into extravagance, and specu- 
lation finds so much favor in business 
circles that people all over the land are 
tempted to risk the money of others in 
the hope of securing a fortune almost 
at the turn of a wheel. So long as the peo- 
ple follow the leadership of the rich in 
their manner of living, and so long as the 
gambling methods of speculation are pop- 
ular and respectable, we must expect to 
hear of defaulters and embezzlers. 

It is well enough to enforce the law, 
but it would be better to educate the peo- 
ple into the habits of honesty and sim- 
plicity. Om

existing condition of things the production of 
such characters is simply inevitable. And we 
should not be too hasty to criticise the work 
of our own social order. What we have cre- 
aged and made we should treat tenderly, for 
in condemning such persons we merely_con- 
demn ourselves and the whole social order, 
which is rotten. all the way through, and 
must give way to a new civilization, based 
upon Christianity, if society is to be saved. 
What we call Christian civilization today is 
not Christian civilization, and it is little less 
than blasphemy to speak of it as such. And 
when I speak of society I mean to include 
the popular religion as a part of the expres- 
sion of society. When we step over into the 
Christian times, we find that as late as 1161 
women of this kind in Southwark were li- 
censed and regulated by the bishop of Win- 
chester.

And it was not until 1506 
that what good old Dr. Fuller called ‘this 
regiment of sinners’ was finally routed.”

Mr. Stanton does not attempt to soar to

GETTING BACK AT DR. HAWTHORNE. 


He Indulges in Some Personal Allusions. 
A Decidedly Lively Card from the 
New York Divine. 


Dr. Thomas Dixon, Jr., the young minis- 
ter who created the stir a day or so ago by 
raking some charges against Dr. Haw- 
thorne, passed through Atlanta last night. 
He was on his way from Columbus to Char- 
lotte, N. C., where he lectures tonight and 
he did not siop here long. 

But he stopped long enough to leave a 
card—a lively card. 

That card, which is printed below, adds 
but another and a spicier contribution to the 
already very lively contest which has just 
oceurred between himself and Dr. Haw- 
thorne. 

‘‘A sanhedrim of sacred asses”’ is what he 
ealls the Atlanta Baptist ministers, or inti- 
mates that they are if they excluded him 
from the Atlanta pulpits. 

But here is the card. He sent it to The 


Constitution office for publication: 

Columbus, Ga., May 11, 1892. Editor Con- 
stitution: 1 have not yet returned to New 
York. [I like Georgia. I am still loafing 


around in the woods hunting for bear. I }- 


haven’t found any bear as yet, but the gnats 
seem rather plentiful at this season. 

Allow me before leaving the south to thank 
you for your kindness toward me and to beg 
your indulgence for a few remarks to my 
friends, the enemy. : 

1. Dr. Hawthorne says he would like ‘ to 
do something to oP this young man. 
Thanks, doctor. You have already. You have 
made me thousands of new friends in Georgia. 
But hereafter I will not ask any more of your 
valuable time, which I’ve no doubt you need 
in curling your hair and practicing before 
your mirror the art of articulating wind. 

2 The doctor further says that the Baptist 
ministers of Atlanta unanimously decided that 
I should not preach it the city on May 8th. I 
don’t believe it. There are one or two Bap- 
tist ministers in Atlanta who have too much 
sense and too much religion for such a piece 
of bigotry end stupid jealously. These men 
may have been absent, of course, so that 
the dear old grannies had it all their own 


way. 

= any event, if they did, it is not the first 
time I have been tried and condemned to 
death without a hearing by a sanhedrim of 
sacred asses in secret session. And yet some- 
how I still live and enjoy pretty fair health. 

3. The doctor further says, ‘‘He bas not an 
ounce of influence in the Baptist denomina- 
tion.”’” From the Hawthorne point of view 
this may be true. Supposing J. B. Hawthorne 
to be the center of gravity of the denomina- 
tion, my influence is of course limited. And I 
don’t mind confessing that I lay much more 
stress on Christianity than I do on Baptist 
sectarianism. My ambition is first to save 
the world in Christ. I have strong atfiilia- 
tions with all the evangelical denominations 
of New York. In fact we have more Metho- 
dists and Presbyterians and Episcopalians in 
my congregation than Baptists—two to one. 
Some of these good people give as much as $5 
a Sunday to our work and more than two 
hundred of them are enrolled contributors. I 
might say, by the way, however, in answer to 
this remark, that the Twenty-third street 
Baptist church of New York, of which I have 
the honor to be pastor, has the largest con- 
gregation of anv Protestant church in that 
great city which is the thronged metropolis 
of the new world and the crowded gateway 
of two worlds. It may be news to the people 
of Atlanta to know that J. B. Hawthorne 
was pastor of a church in that same city for 
two years—a fact which the people of New 
York have not yet found out. I might also 
say that though I have no influence in the 
Baptist denomination, I am to deliver one of 
the leading addresses at the Baptist congress 
in Philadelphia next week, as well as‘ de- 
liver the annual address before the students 
of the strongest Baptist theological seminary 
in the north. This of course counts for noth- 
ing reckoning from Hawthorne as the center. 
4. The doctor further says: ‘‘He is a very sen- 
sational young man. He has been on the 
stage, in the profession of law, in politics and 
in the ministry.’’ Correct, sir, except the first. 
I play three nights in a barn in_ the 
interior of New York state once when I was 
nineteen years old, but I was never accused 
of being an orator or did I ever claim the 
honor of having been ‘‘on the stage.’’ I was 
elected to the legislature of North Carolina 
before I was twenty-one, and did practice 
law one year. But at twenty-two I found my 
life calling in the ministry. 

I settled down at twenty-two. But what 
troubles me about Dr. Hawthorne is that he 
has not settled yet. For I have been informed 
that he, too, is a man of varied accomplish- 
ments. If I mistake not he has been an “‘in- 
vestor” in real estate, a promoter of great 
universities on paper, a college president, 4a 
huckster of patent medicines for the benefit 
of the family, and a preacher. If these are 
slanders I beg pardon but the air of Georgia 
is so full of them I couldn’t help hearing and 
the doctor can correct them. I’m uneasy about 
the doetor—there is no telling where so sensa- 
tional a man will turn up next. “I would 
like to help this old man if I could. I am the 
morgage old men and do all I can to encourage 

em. 

5. In conclusion I lay at the door of the 
doctor the following shady acts: 

1. He allowed to be given to the public a 
personal telegram of no concern to the public 
and not written for the press, but scribbled in 
great haste to a supposed friend.

2. He circulated and endorsed a malicious 
lie in the following sentence:

I never said it to mortal man, in script or 
word. I challenge Dr. Hawthorne to prove it 
or eat it. I warn him in advance that the 
lecture referred to is two hours in length, 
filling eighty pages of tyne-written manuscript, 
and that it has been delivered scores of times 
in a dozen states, and that every word of 
it is a defense of the south and I can produce 
5,000 witnesses to prove it and to prove that 
no such sentence was ever spoken in it. 

6. And dear old Granny Jones says my the- 
ology is “‘ntterly rotten.”’ Well judged by the 
Jones standard this may be. At least I thank 
God my_theology is not of his kind: for 
Brother Jones has not been able within many 
long years to find a church that would have 
him, so the brethren had to fix an office for 
him in Atlanta. Yes, brother, my theology is 
a little off as compared with that of the army 
of the sacred unemployed in the Lord’s vine- 
yard—and to tell you the truth. Brother Jones,

Held Their Quarterly Convention in At- 
lanta Yesterday. 


They make coffins, but no sign of their 
gruesome occupation is to be seen in their 
faces—speaking of the delegates to the 
quarterly convention of the National Burial 
Case Association, held here yesterday. 

They were as blithe afid gay as larks in 
springtime, and for the’time being forgot 
their solemn caskets, which must ever re 
mind them of death. 

There were droves of them here yester- 
day—these coffin makers. 

All of these gentlemen are here to attend 
the convention of the National Burial Case 
Association, which convened in parlor 102 
of the Kimball house yesterday morning. 

The Coffin Manufacturers’ Association 
holds its sessions quarterly. The meetings 
are generally guarded with the strictest 
privacy, and the deliberations relate to 
business connected with their interests. 

Representatives from ali over the United 
States are here to attena the convention 
Members of the association from California 
to Maine are here to discuss and make 
suggestions furthering the cause they rep 
resent. Considerably over a hundred are 
in attendance, 

The officers of the association are: Wil- 
liam Hamilton, of Pittsburg, president; F. 
H. Hill, of Chicago, vice president; James 
1. Richards, of Chicago, secretary, and 
James Smith, of Kichmond, commissioner. 

Yesterday moruing oniy the regular rou- 
tine business was transected, and the meet- 
ing adjourned till 2:30 o'clock in the after- 
noon, 

At the afternoon session about seventy- 
five of the visiting delegates were present. 

Several very important matters were 
brought up for discussion. The various 
styles and patterns of coffins were com- 
mented upon, Some of thé members pres- 
ent expressed themselves in favor of a cof- 

trust, thus doing away with all competi- 
tion in the south, while others thought that 
such a move on the part of the association 
would be dangerously injurious to the mdn- 
ufacturers belonging to the association. 

Several styles of caskets of recent inven- 
tion, which were considered great improve 
ments over the old ones, were inspected and 
accepted by the body. 

Many changes in the styles of burial 
cases have been made within the past year, 
which render a coffin somewhat of an at- 
tractive article after all, notwithstanding 
the feeling of horror that is a with 
one. 

An invitation from the Atlanta manu- 
facturers to give the delegation a day’s 
drive over the city today was, by a unan- 
imous vote, accepted. 

The various points of interest in and 
around the city will be visited by the dele- 


gation. —

The next meeting of the association, 
which occurs in September, will be held in 
Chicago. 

The Atlanta session will be brought to a 
close on Friday, the 13th.

Dr. Griffin’s Testimony. 


Dr. Eli Griffin, the county physician, was 
the first witness called by the state. 

Dr. Grithn testified that he hagd_been call- 
ed in the day after the death of Alph Cassin 
to hold ant autopsy over the dead body of 
Cassin. Drs. Nicolson, Gilbert and Tally 
were the other physicians present for the 
samme purpose. 

The autopsy was held in the room above 
Redd’s stable on Loyd street. 

Upon a post mortem examination it was 
found that Cassin had come to his death 
from a gunshot wound. The ball had en- 
tered between the fifth and sixth ribs Just 
below the left nipple, and had ranged down- 
ward, lodging against the backbone, four 
inches lower than where it had entered. 

The ball was from a thirty-eight caliber 
pistol and when Solicitor Hill held up the 
deadly pistol to know if it came from that 
pistol Dr. Griftin fumbled in his pocket and 
drew out a pistol ball. One end of it was 
slightly flattened. It,was a deadly look- 
ing piece of lead. 5 

“Hore is the bullet we took from Cassin’s 
body,” said Dr. Grittin and the crowd gazed 
at it curiously, “it is a No. 38, and I think 
that is a No. 38 pistol.” 

Dr. Griftin took off his coat and showed 
the jury where re ball had been = taken 
from the body of Cassin. 

Dr. Griffin : cross-examined by Colonel 
John T. Glenn. 

His questions were directed so as to bring 
out the position of Stocks and Cassin when 
the ball was fired. 

He asked if it were not likely that Cas- 
sin was stooping when shot so as to cause 
the ball to range downward. — : 

“That might have been,” said Dr. Griffin, 
“but Stocks mizht have held the handle 
of the pistol upward, the muzzle pointing 
downward. The ball had struck no ob- 
struction to cause it to change its course. 
Its flattened end was due to striking Cas- 
sin’s clothing.” 

Bailiff DeBray stepped upon the stand 
beside Dr. Gritlin and the latter showed 
by illustration with the bailiff how he 
thought the two men must have been stand- 


ing. 
The Story of an Eye-Witness. 


Mr. Nim Baird was the second witness 
sworn. Mr. Baird is a gentleman of about 
thirty years of age and was an eye witness 
of the killing. 

He told the story about as follows: 

On the fatal Friday afternoon of the 
killing Alph Cassin came to Reda’s stable, 
where he—the witness—was foreman. and 
asked for a carriage to go out to Grant 
park. As Cassin stepped into the buggy 
Porter Stocks came in. Witness supposed 
Stocks Zot in the buggy with Cassin, but 
he did not see him get in, About half-past 
4 o'clock Stocks and Cassin drove iuto the 
stables, and after getting out of the car- 
riage walked into the office. _ 

Mr. Baird testified that he did not go in 
the office for some time, but when he did 
Stocks and Cassin were. quarreling. Sev- 
eral gentlemen were present. 

Stocks said to Cassin: 

“You knocked off my hat and called me a 
son — — —. You have to take that back 
or stamp the life out of me.” 

Cassin said: 

“Stocks if I had anything against you I 
would take you down and paddle you. I 
am bigger than you and you know I could 
do it. I have got nothing against you, 80 
sit down and let’s talk about something 

leasant.” 

. Stocks made no reply but pretty soon 
walked out. Upon  cross-examimation 
Baird said that Cassin started out soon 
afterward, but he — not let him go.

Stocks stepped inside and 
walked up very near to Cassin. He pulled 
a pistol from his overcoat and raising it 
fred. Cassin did not see him before he 
shot. Stocks started to shoot again, cock- 
ing his pistol and saying, “You threatened 
my life once, I guess you will not do so 
anv more.”. Baird grabbed Stocks and 
pushed him against the wall, wrenching 
the smoking gun from his hand. Cassin 
stood for a moment against the desk and 
then sank into a chair. Baird asked, Alph 
are you shot?” Cassin replied that he 
was. Holland left and a great crowd 
poured in. Baird continued to hold Stocks 
in the corner of the office, and held him 
until an officer arrived. Cassin was then 
placed in a chair and taken to his room, 
just over the stable. Baird saw no weapon 
in Cassin’s hand. He saw no weapon at 
all. He had a_ small brass-handled packet 
knife. Cassin did not even know who had

Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, May 11—Heavy orders to sell wheat came 
today from the northwest. So much of the recent 
buying has been on account of the supposed sufferings 
of the natives of that region from floods and snuw- 
storms that their indifference to the alleged deplora- 
ble condition of the country up there staggered the 
buila and caused wholesale throwing over of long 
wheat.

There wassome- 
thing of & scare at the opening, and prices were given 
a quick upturn. An hour later, when wheat was at the 
top for the day, corn made a further bulge and so'd at 
the highest point of the week for May. Before the 
close, however, prices.dropped back to about opening 
prices in sympathy with the break in wheat. 

In oats trading was less active than on the previous 
day. Everybody seemed to be pretty well evened up 
and disposed to hold off pending the cuanges in the 
weather. Business was scattering, there being no 
heavy individual trading, except on the part of Hess, 
who eters pretty freely. 

Provisions fluc tuated in response to the changes in 
wheat andcorn.
